Governor Bailey Pondering Third Term; Ad- 


kins, Holt and Bob Bailey Mentioned 


As Probable Candidates

Governor Bailey 
run 
for 
u third 


term?"

For nearly a month the governor 


almost daily has had the opportun-' 
ily of •answering the question, asked 
with regularity at his press confer- 
ences. Usually he smiles says noth- 
ing until (he subject is changed. Three 
weeks ago he said he had reached 
no^ decision on the third term issue. 


Supporters of Bailey were heart- 


ened last week by the appearance of 
rdilonaLs in the Palmer newspapers at 
Tcxarkana, Hot Springs and El Dorado 
lavoiing another term for the execu- 
tive. Bailey's only comment was that 
he was "highly complimented.' 


Since those editorials were pub- 


lished, the mailman serving the gover- 
nor's office has bad () heavier' sack 
to cany. The letters have not been 
made public. 


Heads of state departments say they 


feel certain Bailey will run. Then 
they hasten to add that "he hasn't 
•said a thing to me about it one way 
or another." 


Most persons concede that a dis- 


closure by President Roosevelt in the 
immediate future on a third term 
issue might hasten an announcement 
by Bailey of his political plans. 


At least three others 
invariably 


are mentioned when the subject of 
the governor's race comes up. They 
are Homer M. Adkins, United States 
internal revenue collector for Ark- 
ansas; Attorney General Jack Holt and 
Lieutenant Governor Bob Bailey. 


All discussions take cognizance of 


reports that a battle between 
the 


sato administration and federal of- 


fice holders in Arkansas may re- 
sult at this summer's two democra- 
tic primaries. 


For the first time a preferential pri- 


mary system will be in effect, under 
an act of the I9.'i9 legislature. The 
preferential primary will be held Au- 
gust, 13, the general primary two week 
later. 


• If there arc 
only two candidates 


for an office, their names do not go 
on the ballot at the first primary. 
The issue between them is settled at 
the second. 


But if there arc three or more 


candidates they must enter the con- 
test on August 13. If one receives 
a clear 
majority, he's nominated. 


If not, the two high men enter the 
second primary. 


Some politicians look askance at 


the preferential primary system. They 
voice the view that when the two 
leaders in a five-man race in the 
first primary meet in the second, 
there is always the possibility that 
those who trailed will 'gang up" on 
the candidate who led the ticket in 
the initial test of strength. 


Another objection they record is 


that it will cost more to run 
for 


office, due to the two weeks length- 
ening of the campaign. 


But Gocernor Bailey's silence and 


the 
preferential 
primary were 
no 


deterrent to Dr. Walter Scott Mc- 
Nutt, Arkadelphia college professor. 
On January 2 he filed his corrupt 
practices pledge as a candidate for 
governor. 


Whether his name will be listed 


on the democratic primary ballot is 
which has received his application. 
McNutt, after losing the democratic 
nomination to Bailey in 1938, ran 
unsuccessfully against him as an inde- 
pendent in the November general cle- 
tion.

Freakish weather was reported over 


a large area of South Alabama, with 
bas drivers reporting heavy rains 
and strong winds as far south as 
Pens,icola, Fla. Highways were dam- 
aged by torrential rains in some sec- 
tions. 


The Montgomery weather bureau, 


recording a 24-hour wind, said condi- 
tions had been favorable throughout 
Saturday night for local storms, which 
usually hit Alabama later in 
the 


spring. 


H. M. Brock, principal of Beatrice 


high H'hool and a Red Cross repre- 
sentative in that region said 
that 


in addition to the three unidentified 
negroes killed, six or eight were in- 
jured seriously and that lie saw 15 
demolished houses along the eight- 
mile piitli of the storm, which struck 
about 3 a. m.

A "created" picture—the photographer spilled the milk, and the kitten did 


the rest. Develop natural situations to get more' interesting shots. 


TT'S fun to look for picture oppor- 
* tunities — but it's more fun to 
create them. And many of the finest 
picture chances are created deliber- 
ately by the photographer. 


It you wait for things to arrange 


themselves for a picture, you're just 
trusting to luck, and you may have 
a long wait. But if you take a few 
steps to create a situation, you'll 
find it easier to get just the picture 
you want—when you want it. 


For example, look at the picture 


above. Is there any point in waiting 
for such a situation to occur natur- 
ally? Not a bit. It's much simpler to 
spill the milk light where you want 
it—place the kitten wheie you wish 
—and shoot. A kitten knows what to 
do when he's face to face with milk. 


There are many such occasions 


•where'a littl-e arrangement is a big 
help. Use a bait to tempt a pet to the 
best spot for a picture. Give the 
baby an amusing toy—or place an 
automatic-music-box beside him— 
and he'll pose, completely unaware 
of the camera. Provide some action 
for an older child to carry out—a 
dolito dress, a book to read, a model 
hoat to work on. The action provides 
a theme or story which improves the 
picture. 


In shooting outdoor scenes or 


landscape pictures, try having a 
friend stand in the foreground, look- 
ing at the scene you pjan to picture. 


Such a figure adds foreground inter- 
est, and directs attentio'n to the 
scene beyond. In picturing snow 
scenes, tramp out a path leading into 
the scene where it will help the com- 
position of the picture. Such devices 
often add better pictorial quality 
to your shots. 


In taking action shots, don't trust 


to chance. If possible, arrange with 
your subject to have the desired ac- 
tion take place at a chosen spot. 
Then you can focus In advance, and 
be all ready to shoot. For example, 
to get a good shot of a sled spill, 
arrange for Johnny- to flip his sled 
over at a selected spot near the bot- 
tom of the hill. This Idea also .works 
for many other sports—summer and 
winter. 


Table-top photography 
is" of 


course outright creation—you build 
the subject completely before shoot- 
ing it. That's why "table-topping" is 
so much fun—It allows plenty of 
room for imagination and original- 
ity. Still-life pictures are also a mat- 
ter of arrangement... and your skill 
in composing the subject-matter de- 
termines the quality of the picture. 


Never be a lazy photographer. 


Don't "let well enough alone." Al- 
ways try to improve the picture—or, 
get a first shot of the subject as It 
is, and then try to arrange a better 
one. That's the way the finest pic- 
tures are made.
